On the road to the Po­ 
lice Station ho was allowed to take a 
final drink of whieky, and then pro­ 
ceeded quietly. 
He was charged with 
an assault with intent to murder.

Toal suffered considerably from the 
wounds yesterday, but she will probably 
be able to appear in court in a few days. 
She does not desire to testify against her 
husband, hut her little boy was a witness 
to the affair and íb willing enough to tell 
all he knows.

Under date of April 6, 1889, the New 
York World’i special correspondent, who 
was sent oat here to tell just what he 
saw, indites a letter to his paper from 
the Angelic City. After setting forth his 
impressions, to the effect that all ont- 
giviugs as to a “ bursted boom” in this 
city being “ built upon the baseless fabric 
of a dream,” the correspondent goes on 
to say: 
In appearance Los Angeles is thor­ 
oughly metropolitan. Its wide, perfectly 
paved streets are lined with imposing 
and expensive business blocks, in brick, 
stone and iron. The crowds on the side- 
walkB, the vehicles of all descriptions— 
in fact the universal hurry and bustle, 
tbe rash and turmoil of the surging 
masses in her commercial center, all 
tend to make me feel as thongh in an 
Eastern city. 
In 1880 Los Angeles was a frontier city 
of 11,000 inhabitants—Mexicans, Span­ 
iards, Indians, and a few Americans. 
One-story adobe houses predominated. 
Up to 1883 the increase was slow and 
steady. In 1884 there were 40,000 peo­ 
ple here; in 1885, 50,000; in 1886, 
60,000; and to-day the population is close 
on to 90,000. 
But the little adobe houses have given 
place to structures that would be a credit 
to New York or Chicago. The business 
portion has extended from the narrow 
confines of a few blocks to miles io 
every direction. Beautiful, wide ave­ 
nues lead to the outlying suburbs among 
the orange, lemon, fig and almona 
groves, and are bordered with elegant 
residences, surrounded by lovely lawns, 
fruit trees, and all the decorations that 
art and wealth can suggest. 
This is an Eastern American city in 
everything but foliage and climate. Los 
Angeles is as desirable a summer resort 
it is a winter retreat. The sum­ 
mer heat is moderated by the fresh 
ocean breezes and tbe temperature both 
summer and winter is remarkably even. 
In ten years tbe mercury has reached 
100 degrees but eleven times, the prevail­ 
ing temperature being from 60 to 80 de­ 
grees. 
Permanent investments are now the 
order of the day. Los Angeles county 
could support a million people. The 
development of her resources is now be­ 
ing attended to in good earnest, but is 
still only commenced. Nevertheless 
there are 50,000 acres in orchards and 
vineyards in this county, and 2,500 car­ 
loads of oranges will be the season’s 
shipment, while $3,000,000 will represent 
the product of the vineyards. 
There are now completed, or in pro­ 
cess of completion, over a dozen railways 
into this city. 
THE CLIMATE. 
Spaaking of the high mesas and foot­ 
hill country, this observant writer says 
This locality gets the refreshing breezes 
from the ocean, yet has the dry air of the 
foothill region. The mountains shut off 
the north winds and catch and hold the 
balmy breezes from the south. 
The climate hare is perfect. It is sum­ 
mer-time from January 1 to the last day 
of December; a Summer, too, of even 
temperature, where frost never pene­ 
trates, and where excessive heat is never 
known. 
Flowers are ever in bloom, 
strawberiies and tomatoeH are perennial, 
bananas mature and ripen on the trees, 
and everything that will grow anywhere 
flourishes here. 
No reference to the 
Cahuenga Valley is complete without 
especial stress being laid upon the 
EVENNESS OF THE TEMPERATURE, 
of this particular locality. There is 
probably not another spot in the United 
States, if indeed one can be found in the 
whole world, where a person can sleep 
every night under blankets and pick 
from his orchard oranges, figs, lemons, 
bananas and peaches, and get from his 
garden, for the Christinas dinner, freBh 
strawberries, tomatoes, green peas and 
new potatoes. 
The soil, naturally rich, yields most 
bountifully in tbe ever-shining but 
never-burning sun. 
To the invalid, a borne here means a 
new lease of life. To those already in 
good health a residence in Cahnenga 
carries with it a sense of human happi­ 
ness before unknown, for elsewhere un­ 
attainable. 
The lover of natural pictures, wherein 
is all that is grand in mountain views, 
in meadow, mound and sea, will here 
find a landscape to thrill his soul. To 


tho«e who have an eyes to business, as 
well ai to beauty, there will be found an 
opportunity in this favored spot to in­ 
dulge their passion for financial gain. 
Territory like this is limited. 
De­ 
mand is greater than supply. There is 
not enough to go around, and a little 
later 011 there will be none at all. 
PROFITS AND VALUE OK LAND. - 
I had an interesting interview with Mr. 
H. 8. Garr (pogtoffice address, Los An­ 
geles), who cultivates forty acres of land, 
included in the Cahuenga tract. Mr. 
Garr raises peas, egg plant, string-beans, 
squashes, cucumbers, potatoes and to­ 
matoes during ihe winter montos. He 
told me he could plant and pick some­ 
thing every month in the year. 
He 
pointed out to me a little patch of one- 
quarter of an acre in string-beans that 
had netted him,in a couple of weeks,over 
$100. From five acres iu peas be was 
shipping $150 worth every week to the 
San Francisco market. He cau forward 
every week in the year tomatoes,new p> 
tatoes, peas and beans, but he devotee 
the time to these products, when they 
cannot be raised in less favored localities. 
Watermelons and cantaloupes he has 
ready for market by the 1st of June. Mr. 
Garr says that a market garden here 
will not average less than $200 per acre 
net profit. His average was mucn higher. 
If ;i tract of five acres there is intelli­ 
gently farmed, a large family can live 
uicely and lay up considerable money. 
Home of the Down-East readers of these 
lines who are tilling 100 acres at a loss 
will find this statement good food for re­ 
flection. If they will investigate the 
subject,which I have but briefly touched 
upon, they will learn that there are ways 
of extracting gold from California soil 
other than by the miner’s pick. Take 
the item of tomatoes alone. The first of 
the season in the Eastern cities come 
from Florida in the middle of April and 
sell from 10 to 18 cents per pound. 
Thoee from Georgia and Alabama are 
not obtainable before the middle of May. 
They can be shipped from this section 
every day in the year, and in winter can 
(if necessary) be sold as low as 5 cents a 
pound with good profit. I was shown a 
letter from a Kansas City merchant ask­ 
ing for weekly carload shipments of gar­ 
den truck next winter. The freight from 
here to Kansas City and Chicago is $1.05 
per 100 pound carload lots. 
Passing from this topic to orange-grow­ 
ing, the World’s correspondent mentions 
the fact that Judge E. M. Rosh has t«n 
acres of orange trees at Glendale the crop 
from which th¡9 year brought him in 
$11,000. He also mentions the case of 
au orchardist who sold the crop of pears 
from two and a half acreB for $1,260. 
These letters in the World from Los 
Angeles will do good.

The races at Fresno ended Saturday 
and were a great financial success, espe­ 
cially to the sports of that burg, while 
the horsemen from Los Angeles, who 
were lu attendance, are out many dol­ 
lars. It appears that at the spring races 
held here three years ago, certain horse­ 
men of Loe Angeles arranged a “ job 
race,” and took the Fresno men in for 
every dollar they had, many of them 
having tn borrow money to get home on, 
consequently the Fresno men have had 
it in for ihe Los Angeles sports ever 
since. Two years passed, but no oppor­ 
tunity for revenge presentad itself. Satur­ 
day the great trotting race between 
Belle B., of Sao Francisco, and Cnar- 
ley D. came off. A mysterious straDger, 
a horseman and sport, gave the Los 
Angeles sports a sure tip on this race. It 
was fixed for “Charlie D.” to win sure, 
for various plausible reasons. Toe Loa 
Angeles patrons of the track bet more 
than half their bank accounts on “Char­ 
ley D.” Tne race was best three out of 
five.

This question has been 
asked ub a great many times. Mr. O. 
M. Loring writes from Spain to H. J. 
Ruuisill, Riverside, on this subject, as 
follows: 
“I remember talking with you about 
the longevity of the orange tree, when 
you said you had heard of trees one hun­ 
dred years old that were still bearing. 1 
saw quite a grove at Cordova that was 
planted over three hundred years ago, 
thrt is (till bearing fruit, very sour, and 
at 
Seville, at the Alcazar, sev­ 
eral trees, bearing good 
flavored 
fruit, that were planted over five hun­ 
dred years ago by Peter the Cruel 
Tbey still have a good deal of vigor, and 
their foliage is bright and clean. 
The 
fruit looks like that which you call the 
Mediterranean sweet. With such facts 
before me, I cannot but believe that, in a 
country which is increasing in popula­ 
tion so rapidly as ours, with bo little land 
suitable for orange cuitare, that there 
can be no better investment for futnre 
profit than such land as you have at 
Riverside.”

When, therefore, a m onth or 
two ago, the residents of Santa Monica 
began to agitate for a big wharf, 
and began to hold meetings and float sub­ 
scription lists, the Southern Pacific people 
watched the developments closely so as 
not to allow any syndicate to get in and 
back the affair. The inducements for 
such a thing are hundred-fold, for the 
County 
Railroad 
rnnning 
directly 
to 
the end of the propo-ed road, af­ 
fords direct communication with the 
heart of Los Angeles, and whispers got 
about that the 
Pacific Coast Steam­ 
ship 
Company 
was 
endeavoring 
to get 
control of the 
line. 
That 
overtures of this 
nature were going 
on is quite certain, and rumors ef them 
reached the 8outhern Pacific headquar­ 
ters. As a result, it .is now announced, 
sub rosa, that Mr. C. P. Huntington is 
about to come to the front and put up 
the necessary $50,000 with which to 
build and 
thoroughly 
establish the 
wharf. 
Should this statement be cor­ 
rect and be fulfilled, it will of course 
give the Southern Pacific a control of the 
harbor, and that is what they are aim­ 
ing at.

It now seems that work on the big 
hotel and opera house, which M rs. Doria 
Jones announced Rcme time ago she 
would erect on her Plaza property, will 
be commenced at an early date.

Jones not seeming desirous to rash the 
bnilding through on account of the quiet 
condition of business about town, the 
property-holdere in the vicinity of her 
land, who are anxious to see the pro­ 
posed structure in place as soon as pos­ 
sible, have determined to give her a 
guarantee that she will get a good per­ 
centage on her investment. They have 
decided to assure her a rental of $1,000 
a month on 
her building and on 
this condition she announces that she is 
ready to start in on the work.

Walter Maxwell, who is one of the ad 
jacent land owners interested, was busy 
yesterday circulating the papers for the 
guarantee fund, and by nightfall had got

The proposed building is to cost in the 
neighborhood of $250,000 and will be a 
combined hotel and theatre.

Thus is 
provided a perfect safeguard—if such w ere, for 
the tim e being, necessary—for the patrons of 
th e lottery, thoroughly divorcing th e manugc 
m cut of th e com pany from th e m anagem ent of 
the drawing, 
And now a few wo-ds as to th e details of the 
com pany's mau.igenient. 
Armed w ith a letter of introduction, your 
correspondent visited the offices on St. Churlos 
street and was courteously received by Dr. M. 
A. D auphin, the President, who requested his 
general m anager to escort me through the sev­ 
eral departm ents and explain the m ethods of 
conducting th eir vaet bu-iuess. 
The building is a handsom e three-story gran­ 
ite front structure, built and owned by th e com 
pany, and devoted exclusively to th e ir own 
uses. The general office on th e first floor, pre­ 
sents at first sight the appearance of a large 
banking house. It was crow ded w ith people 
eagerly w aiting their tu rn to purcliatc—what 
each individually hoped wonld prove th e .ucky 
num ber (h at wonld draw th e capital prize of 
#600.060. in the several departm ents th ere are 
perhaps oyer one hnm lred clerks em ployed, 
and one peculiar, yet necessary feature of the 
assignm ent of them is, th at they arc in pairs 
at desks, so arranged th at they face each other. 
This Is for the purpose of acting bb check on 
the m utual errors of each other 
Here la one apartm ent to a largo force of 
clerks is sssigued th e du ty of opening and 
stripping th e letters received by every mail 
One set opens them , another set verities the 
contents with the letter, an o th er set assorts them 
according to th e nature and value of th e enclos­ 
ure; to another set is confided the care of such 
letters as call for some special num bers, or en­ 
close m oney for some future as well as present 
draw ing,w hich m ust be laid aside for th e pres­ 
ent. (o be taken up and attended to after the 
regalar m ail that Involve no "outside method-,” 
has had attention. A nother set fill orders for 
the tickets.w bich are verified and “O .K .'d ” by 
another set. 
Another set records alphabeti­ 
cally th e nam e and address of every sender of 
s letter, (and If an ordinary currency enclos­ 
ure. registered letter, m oney order, postal note, 
express package or draft), In a book especially 
for each corresponding rem ittance, w ith date, 
m ootb, etc. Another set addresses the envelopes 
to each patron or correspondent, and another 
verifies these directed envelopes w ith th ere - 
corded list referred to ab- ve. Yet another set 
sees that th e order is properly filled, aa re­ 
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qm red by the letter of request, an d m at the 
ticket or tickets paid for are with th e return 
letter of acknow ledgm ent before being placed 
in the envelope for m ailing. In fact, to state it 
at once, in brief, t» e letter received, unopened, 
passes through some fifteen o r sixteen different 
sets of clerks—each paired, to verify each 
other’s w ork -b efo re the letter or aexnowledg- 
m cnt containing th e ticket is finally placed in 
the envelope and mailed. 
It appears to be a com plex systom at first 
sight; In reality, it is simple, but thorough and 
perfect in Its working. There is no possible 
chance, apparently, for error of any kind. 
Another departm ent th at present* a bnay ap- 
poarance is th e m aillngaud lolding departm ent 
of the prize list. 
Here a force of clerks is en­ 
gaged addressing envelope?, from th e recorded 
list of correspondents, for before the sun sets 
on the day after the drawing, to every patron Is 
mailed a list of the prize num bers 
Svstem, 
thorough sys'exu, in every detail is th e shibbo­ 
leth of th e m anagem ent, and were it not so it 
would be ntterly im possille to m anage the 
enorm ous business th at m ust bo transacted day 
by dayin th e bnilding. To facilitate th e work, 
and pre veut any loss of time, as well as to m ain­ 
tain discipline and seoure th e em ployes from 
possible outside tem ptation, the com pany, at 
their owu expense, furnish a first class lunch to 
all their clerks, at stated Intervals d u ring ths 
day—one half only at a tim e repairing to the 
restaurant or <iiulng-room fitted up In the rear 
of the m ain office ou th e first floor 
They are 
allowed from tw enty m inutes to half an hour, 
when th e7 return to their several stations, and 
the other h alf repair to the lunch-room . Thus 
the work ever goes on during the day, and a 
perfect and system atic control of it la m ain­ 
tained by th e chiefs of the several departm ents 
While going through the receiving depart­ 
ment or office where th e m all is first op.-ned, 
th e m anager called my attention to the fact 
that, even in w riting for lottery ticket!*, where 
oue would naturally suppose every correspon­ 
dent w ould be very careful to give ail needful 
inform ation, 
very often letters reach them 
with d o Rignatare or no address, or may be the 
name scraw led very illegibly and nothing to in ­ 
dicate town or State, an.i in m auy canea neither 
can be deciphered from the blur or blotch tha* 
Uncle Sam’s postmasters use iu some country 
officas as a postmark 
" i hose letters containing money, w hat dis­ 
position do yon m ake ol them ?'' I asked. 
For answ er I was conducted to w hat he 
term ed to e "old horse” vault, and sending for 
a clerk, w ho brought a bunch of 
keys with 
him , opened a long or.ffln-llae case, and there- 
iu diiclofed to m e tboiuand« of such letters, 
with the original rem ittance pinned to each. 
In this vault are two such boxes, w hich at 
the present tim e contain perhaps from #5,000 
tc #10,000—the accum ulation from carele-s cor­ 
respondents who fail to give nam e and address. 
"W bat course do you pursue.” 1 asked, "iu 
cases like tnese? Surely the-e parties m ake 
some Inquiries regarding th eir rem ittances.” 
"Ob. yes," h* answ ered, ‘and often th e letter 
of inquiry gives a lh tle clue to the w riter of the 
original letter, therefore wo have what we term 
a traelbg departm ent, which 1 will show you." 
Going th ith er, your correspondent was shown 
the "In q u iry Keoord"—whl*-h is in printed 
form, and fashioned after th e form in use by 
the roototfice Departm ent. 
For Instance: A 
letter of inquiry as to a rem ittance sent by John 
Jones,of O m aha. Neb., is m ade and placed in 
the hands of the tracers. 
It is found that snch 
a letter was received, th e several rec* rds exam ­ 
ined. and traced finally to th e Mailing Depart­ 
ment. where, on such a date, acknowledgement 
and ticket was m ailed. 
T his is recorded and 
the inquirer notified, and th en the m atter is 
traced through the Postofflce Departm ent. 
Hhomd th e record prove, after tracing, that no 
such letter wax originally n c e iv e d .ih e same 
result is entered in the Inquiry book, and the 
«ender asked for m ore specific inform ation. 
Very often it occurs th at ih e letter of inquiry, 
•s stated, refers to some letter that has neither 
signature n o r address- Then, after exhausting 
all known m ethods of tracin g it through the 
regular books of record, a v isit Is m ade to the 
"old horse” vault, and perhaps it is then, by 
ipeciai and prolonged exam ination, and a com­ 
parison of chtrograpby, th at the company is 
enabled to determ ine the w riter of th e original 
letter containing th e rem ittance. The question 
solved to th eir own satisfaction, they also ad­ 


vise th e w riter, and fill bis order for the com ­ 
ing drawing, If requested, or return his money. 
But the com pany do not w ait for lett-»rs of 
inquiry from their careles» correspondents. 
For inttance, if they can decipher the nam e of 
the party and town—w hile there m ay he noth­ 
ing to iudicate the State—they glean from the 
Postal Gnide every State and Territory in which 
is located a tow n of th at nam e, aud send a 
postal card to eaoh one advising the party 
named that they are in possession of a package 
of value, and if his or hers, to w rite, giving 
description of it» content», when sent, nam e of 
town and State, etc. Thus, very often they a n ­ 
ticipate a letter of in quiry, and fill an order 
with but little delay. 
Tour corre»pondem wan 
told of one particular caso in w hich a patron 
failed to give any legible address, and a 'l in ­ 
quiries on th e part of tho com pany isiied to 
discover him . 
lint »-t about th e sam e tim e it 
wan receiving letters from some one who was 
exiling it hard names, because It failed to send 
him a ticket as ordered. This party was ro 
quested to give, if p unible, th e date of his 
original letter ot rem ittance, th e n atu re of it, 
w hether bills, silver, m oney oruer, if by express 
or otherw ise. 
But tue com pany got no definite 
answer iroin him , only an additional abusive 
com plaint. 
"hm ally," said the m anager, "a m an cam e 
into th e office ono day and declared he was 
going to know why the com pany had robbed 
him of his m oney w ithout giving him any sat­ 
isfaction. L eiruiug his n&me, th e general 
m anager took him aside and by clever ques­ 
tioning got out of him in a few m inutes m ore 
definite Inform ation than s series ol letters hau 
extracted. Taking him into th e "old horse" 
vault oue of th e boxes was opened, an a rery 
soon th e original letter was discovered. Im m e­ 
diately recognizing it, th e m»u exclaim ed : 
"W hy. th at's the very old bill th at I sent with 
it th at you got pinned on there. ” 
"Y es,"w ag the reply; "you see we did not 
steal your m oney or p u t it in our pockets, b u t 
you notice there are no directions in any part 
of your letter whereby w c could learn w heie to 
send yon proper ieturua.” 
Then the inau was full of apologies. 
No doubt he is a regular patrou now, but 
m ore careful in giving proper addicts. B ut 
the com pany is not always lortu. ate enough 
to reduce th e "old horse” account as in this 
case, and th u s a large am ount of m oney neces­ 
sarily remain* to its credit. 
President D auphtu decrees that,as It doei not 
belong to tue com pany, th e com pany m ust not 
touch it. A concern thke tots up such a stand­ 
ard oi honesty iu its dealings w ith its patrons 
cannot help com pelling confidence in all its 
methods. 
All the correspondence appertaining to each 
draw iug is bound in aipuabeiical form and filed 
away according to date in appropriate pigeon 
holes, sj that, in au instant almost, the letter of 
a fortunate w inner,show ing nann. nud location, 
may be ascertained T his was vert lied later on, 
when afcer th e drawing, 1 colled on Dr. D au­ 
phin, to loam , if possible, the loc illties and the 
ñam es of the lucky ones who h ad secured the 
capital prize. 
H appening to be in th e President’s private 
office about 10 o’clock o n the m orning cf the 
draw ing, yonr correspondent had th e pleasure 
of m eeting th at old veteran of the Confederacy, 
General Jubal A Early, oue of the CommU- 
siouers. who comes down once a m outh from 
his hom e in V irginia, to Buperiuteud the draw ­ 
ing. The oid gentlem en, although som ew hat 
bent under th a weight of years, yet looks rug­ 
ged,and is as active ou his feetas m any m en th ir­ 
ty years younger. He present» a m ost venerable 
nppearauce.w ith bis long gray o ea rd a n i broad­ 
brim slouch hat. His eye is sharp and piercing, 
aud his voice as firm as in the o:d cam paigning 
days iu the S henandoah Valley. 
H e greeted 
mo cordially, aud after m aking some Inquine» 
of th e general m anager relative to “th e bags” 
containing th e tickets, he casually m entioned 
that he had jnst received a dispatch from some- 
old friend iu Khodo Island to wiro him im m e­ 
diately after th e draw ing, th e num ber th at se­ 
cured the capital prize. 
•‘Now, of course.” said the General, w ith a 
m erry tw iakle In uis eye. "he expects iu tom e 
way I cau help him w in it, for he sends me the 
num ber of h is tick et.” 
" I recollect, not. long since,” th e G eneral con 
tinned, "a m an in Rochobter wrote me. th at if 
I could ‘p u li’ th e capital prize of #100,000 for 
him . I cou d keep #80,000 ana send 
him 
#‘2u,0o0. T h e 
fool,” added the old veteran, 
"if 1 could do such a Ihiug aud was rascal 
enough to do it, did he suppose I would be 
loollsn enough to divide uy p art ot it,” 
"And so it is, ” said G eneral Early, "som e 
people have au idea th at General Beauregard 
or myself can, in some way, give the prizes 
where we w ill." 
And as we wended o u r way to th e Academy 
of Music, w hich is but a short distance from 
the Louisiana 8cato Lottery C om oany’s build­ 
ing on the opposite side e f St. C harles street, 
the General said ho w ould explain to m e how 
utterly im possible it would be for him or Gen­ 
eral B eauregard to do an y such thing. 
The Academy of Music, where the draw ing 
takes puce, w«a soon reached, and at th e Gen­ 
eral's invitation your correspondent was as­ 
signed a seat upon th e stage, w here be was 
L troQuced to General B eauregard, th e Associ­ 
ate com m ission- r, and Messrs W. 1. Hodgson, 
William F iu k .rd , G. G 
Koux and J. A. A. 
Rousseau, who aaust th e Comm issioners in the 
detail work. These are arl prom inent and 
wetl-kuown business m en of New Orleans. 
Seated npon the stage was the genial Cidonel 
"Dan” Wilson, so well known to everyone in 
th e Crescent City, w no never fails to w itness 
th e grand drawiugs. 
Ou the stage were two large boxes w hich 
contained the teu bags In w hich were the tick ­ 
ets— 100,000—each wrapped or tightly rolled 
and encased iu a strong guita percha tube. the 
ends of the tickets slightly pr« jectiug beyoDJ 
th e endB of th e tube o r case. Each ticket 
printed, from 1 to 100,000, in great big black 
■gpe, so as to be readily read by th e audience 
In front when held u p to view. Tne prize 
tickets, 848 in num ber, are sim ilarly printed 
and encased in like tubeB, lor be it understood 
th at w hile there are but 848 prize num bers 
drawn out, there are iu addition 2,298 approx 
tm ation prizes, which are explained below, in 
the first place, to be explicit and give a definite 
plan of the present Mammoth Drawing, ther 
are 848 prize tinkets. enum erated aa follow»:

8uffice it, at 
th e sem i annual drawiDg*. during the coming 
year, it w ill rem ain as now—$600.000, With 
such a prospoct in view, how futile to talk to 
m en and tell them, lotteiy is a delusion and a 
snare. N inety-nine o u t of a possible hundred 
are ever found to bug such a delusion, when it 
may possibly be em braced at so Insignificant a 
price. 
W hile w aiting for th e appointed h our to be­ 
gin th e drawing, General Early (In presence of 
General Be«uregard) explained to m e how the 
tickets were oouuted by him self and his asso­ 
ciate com m issioner, w ith the aid o f. only such 
RSAlslauta as selected by them selves, from 1 to 
100,000. and placed in the gutta-percha tubes 
described, th e tim e consum ed in doing so being 
um ally from five to six days; how, also, the 
prize num bers are so counted and sim ilarly en­ 
cased, then placed in can as bags, tied with a 
‘ g, and this string wrapped w ith st 
lia paper, on the Inside of w hich the 
graphs of General Early and General Be..^.^ 
g ara sro placed, and then scaled with wax, 
unon which tb e s»al ‘*B and E ” is placed. 
When thus tealed up they are placed in a strong 
box In one of the com pany’s vaults, and are not 
touched by a Itving soul until they are brought 
out, at th e instance of the commissioners, on 
tb e day of tb e draw ing, to be conveyed to the 
Academ y of Mnsic. 
To describe the m anner of draw ing may seem 
like a work of supererogation to some of your 
readers, as it has been so often described be­ 
fore; but certainly there are some of your 
patrons, and w ithout a doubt a certain little 
.ady in Connell Bluff*, your across-the-river 
cousin, who will be Interested, for Mra. Bailie 
C. W hittles**, No. 35 North Seventh street, 
council Bluffs, was tho fortunate bolder of the 
tick et en titlin g her to a share in tbe second 
capital prize of #200,000. H er letter, dated 
November 30. 1868. w as w ritten on th e letter 
head of the Globe Publishing Company, Coun­ 
cil Bluff*, an d enclosed #5 for five tickets (for­ 
tieths). A truly paying investm ent for her, 


#5,000 for $5 
Tbe Om aha Bee certainly con­ 
gratulates her on her good fortune. 
Well, to the drawings. Om ascending the 
stage 1 found, placed on tbe rig h t and left, two 
wheels, the one on the left m uch larger than 
the one on tb e right. It is drum -shaped In Its 
form ation, about six feet in diam eter and per­ 
haps two or two and one-half feet through, 
with glass heads, an d the surroundings wood. 
It rests on a fram e work so th at it can readlly 
be revolved by m eans of an iron crank at­ 
tached to the sxle at each end. A door or 
opening is arranged in the side of the circular 
wood work, perhaps a foot 
square, large 
enough to receive th e tickets whicn are poured 
in from the bags before m entionod. The ten 
bags containing the 100,000tickets being placed 
upon the m iddle of th e stage near the footlights 
were carefully scrutinized by Generals Early 
and Beauregard before being em ptied into the 
w heel; then General Korly began the work by 
breaking tbe seal, rem oving tb e m anilla wrap- 
er an d cutting th e string. The wrapper was 
andod General B eauregard ; I noticed it was 
in th ree folds, and as he laid it aside I saw why 
he exam ined it so closely. On the inner fold 
was th e autogrnph of tbe two cummis-doners. 
Each bag was th u s scrutinized before being 
em ptied into the big w heel,and then the empty 
bag itrelf ixam ln ed as m inutely to see, »s I 
learned, th at no poHsible tam pering had talen 
plaoe.or th at a pin hole even wa« apparent, 
where, by any po»slbtlity, a single ticket m ight 
have, disappeared. W hen all ten bags had un­ 
dergone the sam e csrefulexam lnatiou, aud had 
heen deposited In th e big wheel, the bag con­ 
taining the 848 prize tickets w ere also placed 
in tb e sm all wheel, and then each was rapidly 
revolved for some m inutes, back aud fortn, 
as to thoroughly m ix them up 
Tbe*e p relim in ares were eagerly watohed by 
the fifteen or sixteen hundred people in the 
Academy, each oue wishing and praying toat 
tb e goddess of fo rtu n e wonld favor them by 
throw ing their num b er u nder th e hand of the 
blindfolded boy, who would pick up th e tnbe 
briuging them w ealth aud happiness. Among 
the audience I n o 'iced m any w ell and fashion 
ablv dressed Indies, each with a slip of paper 
in front of her, anxiously aw aiting the hour 
w hen General Karly would open that little 
door In the side of the wheel, behind whtoh 
tb e ir heart of hearts was ceutered for the tim e 
beiug. 
Gazing upon this spectacle of ladies 
and uentlem en in front, m any of them being 
well-known m em bers of ibe exchanges, m er­ 
chants and prosperous business men, I thought 
tb st here, at least, they seem ed to feel no more 
ont of place than such an audience would en­ 
joying the play at Boyd's Opera House, in 
Omaha. 
At 11 o'clock prec'sely, on a signal, tw o boy6 
cam e forward, one to the Bide of General Early 
aud the other to G eneral Beauregard, aud were 
each blindfolded by the -'ommltBioner», and 
th en the form er seated him»* If near tbe big 
w heel and the latter by the sm all wheel, after 
each had opened th e doors in the sam e; the 
boys stood at the openings betw een the wheels 
and the Com m issioners, an d General Early 
said: 
"W e’re ready.” 
The house was sr still as death In a moment, 
and as a tube was handed fr-»m the big wheel 
to General Enrly who unfolded it, and an­ 
nounced in a clear, resonant voice: 
"Thirty-six 
thousand 
tw o b u n lre d and 
tw elve " 
Sim ultaneously th e boy at tho sm all wheel 
handed General Beauregard a p ilz j tube when 
he in a deliberate, plainly heard voice, ex ­ 
claim ed: 
"Tw o hundred dollars.” 
G eneral Early then handed his ticket to an 
assistant H a n d i n g up beside him .' who again 
announced the num ber, "36,212,’’ at the samo 
tim e hoidins it up so th e audience could plainly 
see the figures 
General 
BeRtiregard also 
handed the prize ticket to an assistant standing 
beside him , who. for tho second time, an ­ 
nounced the prize $200, for th e num ber just 
draw n 
The ticket 36,212 and the prize correspond­ 
ing, which, by tb e way, Is printed in sim ilar 
large black figures, arc then handed to a young 
m an Bitting in front of the cemmiBsloners, who 
folds the two together and places them in a box 
arranged in com partm ent, according to the 
grade or valne. Thns, there is a com partm ent 
for #200, $400, #800. #1.000, #5,000, $10,000, 
#25.000, $50,000, and so ou up to single com ­ 
partm ents for tb e th ree capital prizes of # 100, 
OOO, #200.000 aud #600,000. 
W hile this is be­ 
ing dons a clerk seated just behind General 
E arly keeps record of the num ber an drawn 
and tho corresponding prize, iu a printed book 
adapted jnst for th at purpose. Tbe tickets thus 
folded—the num ber 
aud th e corresponding 
prize—are verified next day by Generals Karly 
an a Beauregard, with the record kept by the 
eatry clerk, so th at no p o sib le m istake may be 
m ade in aw arding or w ithholding the prize to 
the holder of tho lucky ticket.

E d itoks H erald— As there has been 
m uch said about this line, and as we 
have never seen a communication con- 
csrning it that was not free of errors, we 
ask you as a great favor ta publish the facts 
in the case, as known to the inhabitants I 
of our valley. 
One year ago last July, 
at the beginning of the boom, Ralph 
Rogers m ade land purchases hereto the 
amount of nearly $100,000, paying as the 
first payment, about $30,000. Then he 
made a proposition to build aud operate 
a dummy line between here aud Los 
Angeles, via Garvauza, if too, the resi­ 
dents and property owners of Eagle 
Rock, 
would subscribe 
the sum of 
$15,000, said sum to not be payable until 
after the completion and operation of 
said road. 
A meeting was held at our 
schoolhouse and all signified their wil­ 
lingness to assist. A contract was drawn 
up, and T. W. Parker and E. D. Goode 
were selected to circulate it for sub­ 
scriptions. 
After about three weeks’ 
work the necessary amount was sub­ 
scribed. Many of the residents of your 
city who owned land here subscribed 
liberally; 
am oig 
them , C. E. Day, 
. M. Hough, John Schumacher and Mc- 
Koan & Strong. Work was first commenc­ 
ed between Daly street and Sycamore 
Grove, and about a quarter of a mile of it 
finished. The gang then quit at that 
t nd and commenced working from Gar- 
vanza this way. 
Rogers said that he 
bad found some trouble in securing the 
right-of-way near Sycamore Grove, and 
would finish this end while the obstacle 
were being removed. As soon as the 
branch from Garvanza here was fin­ 
ished lie claimed that he was short of 
funds, and asked that we pay him a part 
of the subsidy to assist in finishing the 
road to Los Angeles, and to purchaee a 
dummy.

H o w t o S t a r t t h e B a l l . 
We are assured by the papers of North­ 
ern California th at that part of the State 
is experiencing quite a steady influx of 
people from the East, who are rapidly 
settling tip the country. The foothills in 
Amador, El Dorado, H acer, Butte, and 
the counties north of that are in good 
dem and, and newcomers are buying 
homes at a rate that gives a very healthy 
im petus to land sales in that direc­ 
tion. 
Since 
the extension 
of 
the 
Sacramento Valley Railroad to Placer- 
Tille, E l Dorado, which for years was 
the m ost dorm ant county in the State, 
has been filling up with settlers, and 
now forms a very im portant piece of 
back country to the merchants of Sacra­ 
mento. 
Indeed, the reports from nearly 
all the northern counties indicate that 
the boom,which started in Southern Cal­ 
ifornia, has been continued on a very 
steady scale in that part of the Stato. 
It is worth while to examine into the 
causes that have led to this activity in 
settlem ent at the north, whilst a reaction 
the other way has been experienced in 
the Southern counties. First and fore­ 
most, we find that the impression has 
been firmly fixed in the minds of new­ 
comers that land cannot be had in South­ 
ern California at reasonable prices, and 
that, on the contrary, the only cheap 
lands available are to be found in the 
noithern counties. 
So completely has 
this 
idea

on the

that came this way a few years ago now 
heads directly for the upper counties. 
They have become thoroughly imbued 
with the fallacy that we have nothing 
but high-priced lands in this Bection; 
whilst, on the other hand, they imagine 
th at the man who wants to get a cheap, 
heme m utt go to the northern counties 
It is true that some of our lands are 
held high, and juetly so. But that we 
have lands that can be bought at moder­ 
ate prices is also true. We doubt whether 
lands equally as eligibly situated in the 
north can be bought at less figures there 
than here. The productive character of 
our lands is certainly far superior to that 
of the northern lands that are sold to 
settlers. 
W hilst much of the land in the 
northern part of the State is only good 
lor raising grain, every acre of onr 
tillable soil is adapted to a wide and 
valuable range of fruit production. 
W hat our landowners have to do is to 
di abuse the general mind of the idea 
that there are no cheap lands in this sec­ 
tion. The adjustment of values since the 
settlem ent of the inflation prices that ob­ 
tained here two years ago, has made this 
sectioa by far the paoBt attractive locality 
to settle in in the State. 
But this fact 
m ust be made known. 
As long as the 
impression prevails abroad that this is no 
place to lock for cheap lands, there will 
be a lack of inquirers.

The instructions given by Secretary 
Blaine to the Samoan Commissioners 
are published in substance in the New 
York World of Monday last. They are 
by no means of the bloodthirsty tenor 
one would expect from the Plumed 
Knight after all the elaborate Republi­ 
can denunciation of Secretary Bayard’s 
pusillanimity. In fact, in the main, the 
identical attitude taken up by Mr. Cleve­ 
land’s Secretary of State, and whose de­ 
cisive terms did not 6uit Bismarck l>e- 
fore the visitation of Providence in the 
harbor of Apia, form the basis of the in­ 
structions of the Commissioners, if the 
World is correctly informed. The vapor- 
ings of newspapers and of statesmen in 
the private station are all very well, but 
they very rarely form the basis tor of­ 
ficial action. The dispatches of yesterday 
make it certain that all that the United 
States shall claim under Mr. Blaine’s 
instructions will be readily conceded by 
Germany. The fact is that, in many 
respecta, Mr. Bayard’s attitude in the 
Samoan embroglio was very ill under­ 
stood. 
He not only contended for all 
that the United States had a light to ask 
in the premises, but for more. In his 
plan of adjustment, as submitted to Bis­ 
marck by the Government of the United 
Slates, he proposed that the Samoans 
should elect a King and Vioe-King, and 
that these potentates should be guided, 
or, in ether words, ruled by a Council 
composed of five native Chiefs and a Min­ 
istry of three persons nominated respec­ 
tively by the United States, Great Bri­ 
tain and Germany. There was also to 
be a Legislature of two houses, the up­ 
per house to be known as tbeJTaimnaa, 
and the lower house as the Faipule. The 
upper house was to consitt of the King, 
Vice-King, the three Ministers represent­ 
ing the three Treaty Powers and the 
Chiefs elected for life by the people. The 
lower house, it is to be presumed, 
was to consist' of the breech-clouted 
rag, tag and bobtail. 
Mr. Bayard had 
as much right to outline such a form of 
government in Samoa as the Samoans had 
to reconstruct the Court of the Queen’s 
Bench in England; bnt the scheme had 
at least the merit of providing for a pre­ 
ponderance of Samoan influence in the 
government of their own island and the 
conduct of their own affairs. 
In all the 
negotiations respecting Samoa the United 
States is the only one of the three 
Treaty Powers that seems inclined to 
admit that these poor people have any 
right to their own territory, and even 
the United StateB hedges round the ad­ 
mission with conditions. 
Providence, 
thus far, has proved the mott reliable 
friend these valiant islanders have found 
in their extremity.__________

WHAT CAN BE 


O b t a i n e d f r o m lb<- O r a n g e P l a n t a * 
t l o n B e s id e s F r u i t s . 
As consulting chemist, says George 
Cirouschoff de Lessing in the New York 
Tribune, I was asked recently w hat can 
be obtained from the orange plantation 
besides fruits? 
The question, in our 
country, is one of great importance, and 
it brings before us the necessity of m anu­ 
facturing on the orange plantations with 
the raw frnits. 
Till now nothing has 
been done only the gathering and selling 
of frnits. At present the prices are very 
Jow, for only last weeK 100 oraages 
could be purchased for the small sum of 
25 cents. 
Daring my sojourn in the 
south part of Italy and France I had 
ample opportunities to learn the different 
processes used in the orange plantations, 
and my answer was as follows: 
1. Extracting, 
by pressure, orange 
peel oil (oil Portugal); price per ounce, 
12. 
2. Distilling lleroly o il; per ounce, $4. 
3. Distilling fallen green fruit o il; per 
pound,$4. 
4. Distilling leaves oil; per pound, $2. 
5. Preparing w ine; tier gallon, 50 cents. 
6. Preparing citric acid; per pound, 50 
cents. 
7. Preparing dry orange flowers; per 
pound, $4. 
8. Preparing orange blossom pom ade; 
per pound, $2.50. 
9. Preparing orange flower w ater; per 
gallon $2.50. 
Owners of orange plantations spending 
$2,000 to $2,500 for necessary machinery 
and using 2,G40,000 oranges, cau obtain 
oil (Portugal oil) worth $2,000, but by 
selling to the best advantage can obtain 
about $0,000. 
Utilizing flowers, fallen 
frnits, leaves, juice (sweet andBour), and 
preparing pomades he can double that 
amount, which necessitates additional 
expenses and machinery to $7,000.

PROFESSIONAL “VAGS” 


Made to Order by the Pres­ 
ent Laws. 


HOW THR WORK IS ACCOMPLISHED 


Bad R esalta of th e E x istin g Sys­ 
tem —The Need of a B etter 
A rran g em e n t. 


“ There are enough tramps aud useless 
members of the society in existence al­ 
ready, here and in any other parts of the 
country. 
Yet, 
county of 
Los Ange­ 
les has for a long time bean pursuing a 
policy with regard to its statute-breaking 
classes which has the unforiunate result 
of manufacturing vagrants,” said an offi­ 
cer of the government the other day. 
“ If there were a contract existing by 
wbich the courts and jail were under ob­ 
ligation to furnish a certain num ber of 
professional tram ps a year, the work could 
hardly be done more expeditiously or 
more successfully. 
While the popula­ 
tion of the district remains comparative­ 
ly Bparse, the evil consequences of the 
present system will not be felt to a very 
considerable 
degree. 
Ten or fif.een 
years from now when the farming dis­ 
tricts of Southern California are thickly 
settled, more obxoxious results will be 
gin to show themselves. 
The climate of Southern California 
makes it naturally a sort of a tropic par 
anise. 
W hen a professional once strikes 
the country he has very little inducement 
to go back East. 
A land where one can 
sleep out-of-doors 300 «lays out ci the 
year with as much comfort as under a 
roof; where fruit rots under the trees 
and few people keep degs, is quite good 
enough for the old bummers who have 
carried icicles on their whiskers through 
a whole season. 
In the eyes of the gen­ 
uine vagrant, work is more or leas of a 
crime, but it is especially so in a country 
where it appears to be as unnecessary ai 
it is in Southern California. 
The same advantages of climate which 
bring the tourist reclining at his ease in 
a luxurious Pullman, bring also the 
ubiquitous tram p curied up ou the brake- 
beam. 
He is here already iu large num ­ 
bers, and he is coming at the rate of sev­ 
eral thousand a year. The situation is 
one which seems likely to get worse in­ 
stead of better as time passes. 
The arrests for vagrancy in this city 
are usually at the rate of two cr three a 
day, varying somewhat with theweAther. 
In the country districts the num ber is 
much larger. Daring the winter tbe county 
jail usually contains about 250 prisoners, 
of whom more than half are vagrants. In 
the summer the total number ot inmates 
is much less, sometimes getting dowu 
nearly to 100, and perhaps not more than 
one-fourth of these belong to the class 
under discussion. 
Those who are arrested in the city, if 
sentenced to short terms, are put in the 
city chain-gang, and made to work 
the streets. This diversion is not at all 
popular with them , and the result is that 
as soon as possible they get out to the 
rural districts agaiu. 
Here they are 
picked up by the Conetibles and sent 
into the County Jail for tim es varying 
from five to thirty days. 
This is supposed tobe punishment, but 
the trouble with the present arrange­ 
ment is that it is no punishm ent w hat­ 
ever. The professional tram ps make no 
concealment of this fact, and ofteu go 
out of their way to get arreBted. The 
jail is a well-built structure, and is mod­ 
erately comfortable in all seasons of the 
year. The food is tolerably good, and 
possesses the merit of baing Berved regu­ 
larly. The tramp, moreover, is of a 
'gregarious disposition, and enjoys the 
society of his own ilk. 
With nothing to 
do 
from 
one 
day’s 
end 
to 
the 
other, 
they 
Bpend 
their 
time 
smoking, 
singing 
and 
play­ 
ing cards. The lose of liberty is only 
temporary, and does not disturb them 
very much. 
It is a well-established fact that a man 
who is once a professional vagrant will 
always remain one. Prison discipline 
can hardly be made to act as a reform­ 
atory agency, but it can at least refrain 
from encouraging the vice and bringing 
up others to follow in the same line of 
business. Not all of the inmates of the 
jail who are booked as vagrants aro of 
the professional order. They are often 
young 
men 
who 
happen 
to 
be 
out 
of 
work 
and 
are 
caught 
up by over-zealous officers. These are 
gradually initiated into the pleasure* of 
the tram p’s existence, and not infre­ 
quently leave the jail confirmed vagrants. 
A large number of outrages have been 
brought to light in the way of arrests fur 
vagrancy, committed by the constables 
of the country districts, and have been 
published in the papers. Men have been 
captured while on their way to work 
with their tools iu their possession, and 
brought to the city that the 
con­ 
stables might draw mileage and feeB, 
One case was discovered a short time 
ago of a foreigner who was at work on a 
job, and was asked if be would leave it 
and take a better one, where board 
would be included. 
The next thing he 
knew he was in the County Jail. 
A 
young clerk, who had come here from 
the East to visit his parents, and was on 
his way up from the depot, was captured 
and run in by a deputy constable and 
charged 
with 
vagrancv. 
The caseB 
which come to li;h t and are published 
may Ecrve as an indication of a large 
□umber of others where the outrages are 
endured in silence. 
One case wbich came to the notice of a 
H e r a l d reporter last winter may be 
taken as a tine example of how vagrants 
are made in this county. A young man, 
a carpenter by trade, but, of necessity, 
from lack of other work, a ranch hand, 
was unable to find work and was wand­ 
ering about tbe county. He was arrested 
for vagrancy and sent to the County Jail 
for ten days. 
While he was in jail word 
came 
to 
him 
that 
he 
would 
be given work at building 
r barn, 
if he would go to a certain place. 
As 
soon as he got out he started off to 
tackle the job. 
On his way he passed 
through the town where he had been ar­ 
rested before, and lie was discovered by 
the authorities. They knew him of old, 
they said, and would not listen to his 
protests. 
He was returned to the County 
Jail for another period. W hen the time 
was 
up 
he 
resolved to 
get 
out 
of the county as fast as possible. 
He 
started north through Antelope Valley. 
He was pounced upon and, for a third 
time, hnrled back among the low com­ 
panions who had mocked him on his last 
departure. 
He then and there took a 
solemn oath that he would never do 
another stroke of work in this State as 
long as he lived, and from the fact that 
he has been arrested several times since, 
it may be supposed he is keeping his 
promise. 
The maxim of “ Give the man a 
chance” appears to go everywhere ex­ 
cept among the officers of the law in 
certain sections of this county. If a man 
just got out of jail, it might seem 


to stand to reason that he coaid not in­ 
stantly secure a job. 
On his departure 
from jail he ought to be supplied with a 
ticket-of-leave, which should exempt 
him from arrest as long as he was on the 
move, and evidently making an effort to 
get work. 
If he wants to leave the 
county, it is a wish which should be 
gratified and not interfered with. 
As to the professional tram ps who are 
now beirg supported in ease and idle­ 
ness, at tne expense of the county, it is 
the universal opinion of those who are 
familiar with tbe situation, that they 
would give this locality a wide berth if 
they were required to work eight or ten 
hours a day on the road in a chain- 
gang. 
The City Jail, as 
has been 
mentioned in tbe article, has a chain- 
gang, and it manages to accomplish a 
good deal of work for the city, and it is 
held that there is no imaginable reason 
why the countrv shonld not pursue a 
sim ilar line of policy. It need not be 
supoosed that labor such as these men 
could be set to do on the roads about 
the 
country 
would 
be 
open 
to 
the 
objections 
which 
are usually 
made to 
convict 
labor, 
for they 
could be 
employed 
to 
do work 
which 
would otherwise be left un­ 
done. Their labor in the long run would 
be worth all the expense to which the 
county would be put for two or three 
guards to direct the work, and it would 
have the very desirable effect of making 
professional vagrancy less enjoyable.

THE D ANNE MARK'S PASSENGERS. 


Picked Up and C arried to th e A zores, 
W hence They w ere Conveyed 
to Lisbon.

C o p e n h a g e n , April 2 1 .—A telegram 
from Lisbon to the United States Ship­ 
ping Company announces the safety of 
the crew and passengers of the steamer 
Dannemark. 
The good tidings reached 
Lisbon from the Azores. 
It is stated 
that everyone who was on the Danne­ 
mark 
íb safe and only the engineer is 
dead. 
8ome of the passengers arrived 
at Lisbon to-day. A nnm ber are on their 
way to New York and the rem ainder are 
still at the Azores. 


L i s b o n , April 21.—Forty-two of the 
crew of the Dannemark have arrived 
here. 
Raben, the first officer, who is 
among them, reports that, on April 4th, 
the Dannemark’s shaft was broken. 
On 
the next day the disabled steamer met 
tbe steamship Missouri from London, 
March 28th, for Philadelphia and Balti­ 
more. 
The Missouri towed the Danne­ 
mark until the Gth, when the latter 
seemed to be about to sink. 
At llret the 
Missouri was only able to take aboard 
twenty of tbe Danuemark’s passengers, 
but, after having jettisoned a portion of 
her cargo, she found accommodation for 
all her crew and passengers. The Mis­ 
souri then proceeded to the Azores, and 
left there the First and Second Officers 
and 320 passengers. She then continued 
her voyage to Philadelphia, with 340 
passengers and the remainder of the crew. 
The Captain and three engineers of the 
Dannemark left tbe Azores on the 14th 
for London. The Dannemara was about 
800 miles from Newfoundland when the 
accident happenod. Some say that the 
enginci broke down. Engineer Kaaa was 
found dead in the engine-room after the 
accident. The Captain and three engi­ 
neers proceeded to London on board a 
steamer from Demerera. 


L is b o n , April 21.—Forty-two sailors 
and all of tbe passengers left at the Azores 
by tbe Missouri, came to Lisbon on the 
steamship Acar. 
The death of the engineer was due to 
the bursting of the engine pipe. The 
eugineer was killed on the 8]K>t, and the 
ship was badly damaged. In consequence 
of this accident, together with the break­ 
ing of (lie shaft, the vessel was belpleBS 
in tbe heavy seas that prevailed. 


D e l a w a r e B r e a k w a t e r , Del., April 2 2 .

In th e town itself 
th ere are two insignificant church stru c ­ 
tu res, but they w ere n o t centers of a t­ 
traction to-dr.v. 
T he suprem e m om ent
